STATE FORCE IS SUMMONED 


Will Be Sent Into the Kensington Dis­ 


trict, 
Where 
the 
State 
Fencibles 


Had an Unpleasant Experience— If 


Strike Sympathizers Take Liberties 


With the State Police There W ill 


Be a Serious Clash. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 24.—The police of­ 
ficials of this city virtually acknowl­ 
edged their inability to cope with the 
present strike situation when a re­ 
quest was made of John C. Groome, 
superintendent of the state police, 
that the 200 members of his command 
be brought to this city for police duty. 
This 
request 
was 
made 
notwith­ 
standing that serious rioting was less 
frequent than on any day since the 
strike of the street car men went into 
effect- last Saturday. 
The state po­ 
lice are expected to reach here soon 
and will doubtless be sent into the 
Kensington district, where the state 
Fencibles had such an unpleasant ex­ 
perience. 
If the strike sympathizers 
attempt the same liberties with this 
body that they did with the Fencibles 
there will be a serious clash. 
The efforts of tne police will be con­ 
centrated In clearing the Kensington 
district of the lawless mobs which 
have Infested it. 
For the first time during the present 
struggle the Rapid Transit com pany. 
succeeded in running its cars until 6 
o'clock on the Frankford line, which 
penetrates this territory. 
Four policemen guarded each car 
and the pick of the detective force p a-! 
trolled the route all day in automo­ 
biles. 
These men succeeded in restor­ 
ing a semblance of order. 
Whenever 
a group of men formed the detectives 
rushed them and followed the ring 
leaders even into houses until they 
captured them. 
Many car windows 
were broken by missiles thrown from 
windows and the company was finally 
obliged to send its cars along this 
route with sheet iron windows. 
The lines in other parts of the city 
were run on much reduced schedules 
and on several of the W est Philadel­ 
phia and down town lines no attempt 
was made to run cars all day, al­ 
though these sections were compara­ 
tively quiet. 
The shipping district on 
Market street was again the scene of 
almost continuous disturbances, espe­ 
cially at the noon hour. 
No one was 
seriously injured. 


Disturbance at Locomotive Works. 


The Baldwin locomotive works was 
the scene of 
a serious disturbance 
during the lunch hour of the hundreds 
of employes. 
One employe was shot 
in the foot and about fifty shots were 
fired at laborers who sought refuge 
on the upper floors of the buildings 
and hurled bolts and nuts at the po­ 
licemen. 
Every time a head appeared 
at a window it was the target for a 
bullet from a policeman's revolver. 
In order not to endanger the lives 
of the pupils who would be forced to j 
ride on the ears the board of educa­ 
tion decided not to open the two high 
schools for girls during the remainder 
of the week. 
Leading clergymen held a confer­ 
ence to discuss m eans for bringing 
the strike to a peaceable termination. 
The ministers were in secret session 
and the result of their deliberations 
was not announced. 
Union men claim that the company 
Is interfering with the operation of 
mall cars to give a chance to ask for 
federal intervention. 
The heavy hand of the law' pressed 
hard on some of the men and boys 
who have been arrested for rioting. 
Elwood Carr, alleged to have been a 
ringleader In a riot In the Kensington 
district, was sentenced to six years 
|n the county prison. 
John Kline, who could scarcely un­ 
derstand English, was given two years 
End Ellis Atkins was given a similar 
feentence. 
A seventeen-year-old 
boy 
was sent to the Huntingdon reforma­ 
tory for thirteen months for throwing 
missiles at a car and other boys and 
men w'cre sentenced to two and three 
months each.

Washington, Feb. 24.—Complete de­ 
nial of the report of a government 
victory in Nicaragua is given out her. 
in the shape of dispatches from Gen­ 
eral Estrada, commanding the revolu­ 
tionists, and addressed to Senor Sal­ 
vatore Castrillo, the representative of 
the provisional government of the Cen 
♦ al American state. 
The dispatch es 
announce 
an 
overwhelming 
victory 
after a battle lasting three days, in 
which two of the generals on the gov 
ernment side were killed. 
A significant feature of the cable­ 
gram was found in the statement that 
General Chamorro is within striking 
distance of the capital, and in the 
opinion of Central American diplomats 
here, practically holds its fate in his 
hands. 
The cablegram, as translated 
follows; 
“Following three days of fierce fight­ 
ing, Generals Alena and Zeledon abso­ 
lutely destroyed the army of Madriz 
in Chontales, wnich was under the 
command of Generals Vasquez, Godoy, 
Mata and Gonzales. 
The two latter 
were killed. 
One hundred of the en 
eray were killed and 200 wounded 
Scored a complete victory. 
We know 
that Chamorro is in the immediate vi 
cinity of Managua.” 
Senor Luis Corea, former minister 
to this country from Nicaragua in the 
regime of President Zelaya, announced 
that he had 
received a cablegram 
signed “Madriz,” which is a sweeping 
refutation of the advices received by 
Castrillo. 
The cablegram reads: 
“Complete victory over revolution 
ists at Tlsma. 
Many prisoners and 
ammunition captured. 
Chamorro to­ 
tally destroyed. 
He intended to ford 
Tipitapa, but was repulsed, and is be­ 
ing actively pursued.”

and at Bismarck, N. D., 24 degrees. 
This w anner area Is gradually diffus 
ing through the chilling atmosphere 
eastward and will be held responsible 
for the expected increase in tem pera­ 
ture in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
This visitation of the winter, sup­ 
posed to he the last of the season, has 
left traces which the efforts of cities 
among their poor and of the railroads 
have not yet b.-en able to rub away.

the treasury, financial secretary of the 
war office, undersecretary of the home 
office and first commissioner of works.

The Englishmen will go in fh» m 
New Zealand and the Americans fro m 
Punta Arenas, o n the so uthern ex 
tremlty o f Ho utli America. 
The stnrt 
in each case will be made next sum­ 
mer. 
The seaso ns In the so uthern 
hemisphere are, o f co urse, the exact 
reverse o f >urs, Christmas o ccurring 
in midsummer there and the 4th o f 
July In midwinter. 
It Is designed to 
go Into winter quarters In 11)11 and 
to make the actual po lar dashes dur­ 
ing the spring nnd summer o f 11M1-12 
If successful the expeditio ns will then 
start ho me early In 1012. 
It Is bare­ 
ly po ssible that news may be heard 
•*f o ne o r bo th ventures befo re either 
reaches a cable statio n, as the British 
Intend t«> take wireless apparatus and 
to establish wireless statio ns at their 
two bases, which will be appro ximate­ 
ly o(>0 miles apart. 
It is no t impo ssi­ 
ble that these wireless statio ns co uld 
be utilized fo r co mmunicatio n with 
the o utside wo rld, altho ugh the dis­ 
tance will be very great. 
Captain 
Ro bert 
Faiso n Sco tt, the 
lo ader o f the British expeditio n, was 
bo rn In is» is and has been in the navy 
sine« * lnsi’. He served In vario us ships, 
beco ming successively lieutenant, co m­ 
mander and captain, which last rank 
h«* has held since 190-1. 
His first an t­ 
arctic expeditio n started in fro m Po rt 
Lyttleto n, New Zealand, which will 
be the base o f the new venture. 
Near 
the vightleth parallel a high ice bar­ 
rier was fo und, but a lo ng shift was 
made, a pass disco vered, and an ap­ 
pro ach was pushed to ward the po le, 
which sto pped a few hundred miles 
sho rt o f the reco rd made by Lleuten 
ant Shackleto n last year. 
It Is no t 
witho ut Interest that Shackleto n gain­ 
ed his first antarctic experience as a 
member o f this first Sco tt expeditio n. 
It is hardly pro bable that he will a< - 
co mpany the next o ne, as he is no w- 
busy writing tt bo o k, but either next ;

Lieutenant Shackleto n’s acco unt o f 
the last days o f his jo urney Is thrill­ 
ing, nnd tis it describes co nditio ns 
which will be met by the two expedi-, 
tio ns no w fo rming I subjo in a few ex­ 
tracts: 
The blizzard had « lo ne Its wo rk, ho w­ 
ev er, and We reco gnized that wo had just 
abo ut reached o ur limit. 
We po t up at 
2 a. m. and at 4 a. in. were aw ay fo r a 
final inarch ro uth, taking with us no thing 
but fo o d, Instruments and the queen'd 
tlag. with a bambo o ro d fo r a Muff. 
Half running, half walking, we mad* 
that last march, antl at y a. m. in latitud 1 
&S degrees £ 5 minutes we ho iste« l the unio n 
jack. 
We co uld do no mo re, fo r to go 
farther meant abando ning all ho pe o f go : 
ting back to o ur depo ts. 
The po le, tho ugh o nly ninety -sev en 
g e o ­ 
graphical mic s away (111 statute miles), 
was impo ssible fo r us to attain. 
Befo re 
us stretched the name white plain o v er 
which we h..d trav eled fo r many « lay s 
Our po werful Go ertz glasses sho wed no 
signs o f land, and we co uld safely as­ 
sume that the geo graphical so uth po le 
was situated o n this immense plateau, be­ 
tween lo .'so and 11,000 feet abo v e sea lev el 
and certainly tlie co ldest and o ne o f tlie 
mo st sto rmy parts o f the wo rld. We to o k 
a pho to graph o f the party , 
with the 
queen’s Hag blo wing o ut in the icy wind 
that cut us to the bo ne, to o k po ssessio n 
o f th** plateau o n behalf o f his majest" 
and immediately began the march back to 
o ur camp, o ur faces o nce mo re turned 
no rth. 
The lo ader o f the American expedi­ 
tio n will pro bably no t be anno unced 
fo r so me time. 
The mo st likely men 
fo r the po st are Bo rup and McMillan, 
bo th o f who m acco mpanied Peary In 
his no rth po le dash. 
Who ever Is in 
co mmand, Ro bert E. Peary will be the 
actual head. 
Under his guidance and 
inspiratio n we have a right to ho pe 
that, despite the handicaps against the 
Americans, they will win the race and 
that the fir-d tlag raised at the so uth 
I>o le. as at the no rth, will be the stars 
and stripes.

University of Chicago students fig­ 
ured out the other day some of the 
uses for “colored to order” hens aud 
eggs aud hailed with Joy the announce­ 
ment of Dr. Oscar Riddle of the zo­ 
ology department that by feeding hens 
dyes mixed in their corn he can change 
the color of the hens themselves and 
of the eggs they produce. 
Still 
greater 
exultation 
prevailed 
when it was learned that maroon as a 
color may be made a success along 
the lines mapped out in the recent dis­ 
patch from Cornell university. 
Pro­ 
fessors 
from 
Charles 
O. 
Whitman, 
head of the zoology department, down 
called the results of Dr. Riddle’s ex­ 
periments a great contribution to sci­ 
ence. 
Maroon Ideas of St u d en ts . 
The students consider the color dis­ 
covery an even greater contribution to 
college spirit and hope that Professor 
Riddle will he made head of a specially 
created “egg coloring” department with ! 
a liberal endowment. 
Here are some of the advantages | 
which the students see are certain to 
result: 
Maroon eggs and those of the color 
of visiting college opponents would be 
just the thing at "purity banquets” be- j 
fore big football games. 


On the gridiron a maroon hen cer­ 
tainly would [trove an excellent mas­ 
cot and drive the moleskin heroes to 
feats of daring. 
A maroon egg with every registra­ 
tion will Increase the student enroll­ 
ment at the university. 
Maroon eggs not so fresh would come 
In handy, it is thought, on the base­ 
ball field and oil Ma mid hall stage to 
be used at every bad play. 
Riddle: Tells cf His Hopas. 
“Yes. it is [Hissible to change the 
col'ii* of a hen s feathers and th e color 
of the egg it lays by means «»f dyes iii 
food." said P rofessor Riddle when told 
of the Cornell exp erim en ts. 
"I have 
been working along these lines and 
have had con sid erab le success. 
“We have m ade these experiments 
for the last three years, and we find 
that eg g s may be colored any tint we 
desire simply by placing dye in the 
food which we give the hen. 
For in­ 
stance. if we want a purple egg we 
give the hen some purple dye I i i the 
cornmeal. 
The hen eats this, and a 
day or two later when she lays an egg 
we find a purple ring around the outer 
edge of tin* yolk. 
If we keep feeding 
her purple dye in the course of a week 
the yolk becomes a deep purple. 
"So far my experiments have not re­ 
sulted In producing a maroon colored 
shell, but we shall come to that before 
long. I hope.” 
Dr. Riddle asserts that he is the first 
to conduct these experiments which re­ 
sulted in the colored egg discovery, 
though the same ones have since been 
conducted in other university labora­ 
tories.
